SHOP on behalf of its 380 members, signed the 
loan agreement on February 9th. 

HRCS chairman David Clements said: “This is a 
major step forward for us in securing the future of 
Our SHOP, as it protects us against future interest 


rate rises. 

“Our SHOP with its 
post office has a 
steadily growing 
turnover and continues 
to provide a key service 
to Hinton St George 
and surrounding vil¬ 
lages, which is particu¬ 
larly important in view 
of the current lack of a 
post office in central 
Crewkerne. 

“We provide a vital 
lifeline to the elderly 
who are unable to leave 
their houses to shop, as 
well as being a hub of 
the community. 

“We are hugely grate¬ 
ful to SSDC for grant¬ 
ing us this loan.” 

Paul Maxwell, SSDC ward member for Egg- 
wood Ward, said: “This is exactly the sort of pur¬ 
pose for which community loans are intended and 
the proposal received the unanimous support of 
council members. 

“We are delighted to be able to help to secure the 
future of such an important community asset and 
the village is to be congratulated on the efforts it 
has made to keep Our SHOP and Post Office open 
and in making it an attractive and welcoming place 


in which to shop.” 

Councillor Peter Seib, portfolio holder for fi¬ 
nance at SSDC, said: “It was an easy decision to 
support this community venture. 

“Hinton St George gains an enormous social ben¬ 
efit from the shop and their specific problem was 
the scale of the finance required, which is where 
we could help with a loan.”

From the editor's chair 

Another unseemly council row 



A NEIGHBOURHOOD plan being put together 
for Colyton and Colyford is turning out not to be 
very neighbourly at all. 

The whole idea of a neighbourhood plan is to 
ensure that the local community has the final 
say on whether a development plan comes into 
force in their area. The local planning authority 
- in this case East Devon District Council - is 
responsible for organising the initiative. 

It gives volunteers the opportunity of work¬ 
ing alongside their local council to ensure that 
a wider view is taken into consideration when 
mapping out a future of a community. 

There are neighbourhood plan groups in both 
Colyford and Colyton who come together to re¬ 
port to Colyton Parish Council - but for some 
weeks now rumours have been rife that mat¬ 
ters have not been all sweetness and light - not 
for the first time in Colyton in recent years. 

Matters came to a head at a meeting of the 
parish council last week when councillors 
were accused of acting in a “threatening, ag¬ 
gressive and hostile manner” towards volun¬ 
teers from Colyford. 

Former councillor and Mayor of Colyford 
Howard West went even further by claiming 


that he and his wife had been threatened by a 
member of the parish council. The next day he 
stood down as a member of the neighbourhood 
plan committee, as did his wife and another 
person from the Colyford committee. 

Council chairman Andrew Parr moved 
quickly to dismiss such accusations, claiming 
Mr West has been “fighting a turf war” be¬ 
tween Colyton and Colyford. Now they needed 
to get on with the job in hand. 

It seems a great shame to me that Colyton 
Parish Council find themselves in the midst of 
further disturbing claims. 

Colyton is such a tightly knit community 
which always rises to the occasion when it 
comes to supporting community projects and 
events. One might argue that the town de¬ 
serves better. 

In recent times this newspaper has been 
treated in an appalling manner by some parish 
councillors and no doubt we will be accused of 
fanning the flames once more. 

The matter is clearly not over as this news¬ 
paper understands there will be more resigna¬ 
tions from the Colyford volunteers.

THE development of Colyton Parish Neighbour¬ 
hood Plan has got off to a rocky start with resigna¬ 
tions and claims that the parish council, which is 
leading the project, has acted in a 1 ‘threatening, ag¬ 
gressive and hostile" manner towards volunteers. 

Issues came to a head at last Monday's council 
meeting, where volunteers complained that they 
had been accused of "having a shindig at the 
parish council's expense". 

Former Mayor of Colyford Howard West an¬ 
nounced his resignation from the neighbourhood 
plan committee. He reported that he and his wife 
Anne had been 1 ‘accused of splitting the village in 
two", had received verbal threats from a parish 
councillor, and another member of the Colyford 
committee had also since resigned. 


A HONITON town councillor has launched a judi¬ 
cial review into sanctions imposed on him by his 
own council. 

Dr John Taylor was found to be in breach of an 
East Devon District Council (EDDC) code of con¬ 
duct - to treat others with courtesy and respect 
- and was censured by Honiton Town Council. 

Dr Taylor is now challenging these sanctions as 
he believes they effect his ability to provide the 
service he was democratically elected to do. 

The row between councillor and council first ex¬ 
ploded, over a year ago, when Cllr Taylor wrote to 
a constituent explaining a council decision. In the 
letter Cllr Taylor made remarks about Town Clerk 
Chetna Jones, which a standards committee later 
found breached EDDC's code of conduct. 

Sanctions included removal from various com¬ 
mittees and groups. 

Dr Taylor said: "The ...

Council funding cuts described 
as ‘challenge that nobody wants’ 


SOMERSET county councillors have heard the 
scale of the future funding challenge facing the au¬ 
thority. 

A meeting of the council’s Cabinet agreed budget 
proposals for 2016/17, and members were told of 
the projected shortfalls over the following four 
years as funding from central government contin¬ 
ues to decline. 

Between 2017/18 and 2020/21 the authority is 
facing an expected funding shortfall of approach¬ 
ing £40million, which doesn’t take into the costs 
of inflation or the ageing population; and assumes 
successive council tax increases. 

“However hard we work looking towards the fu¬ 
ture and closing the gaps, the government settle¬ 
ment has made that more difficult,” said 
Councillor Harvey Siggs, Cabinet member for re¬ 
sources. 

“The challenge we have is the sort of challenge 
that nobody wants. Our proposals for next year 
focus on prioritising the essentials and include a 
number of savings that we prefer not to have taken. 

“The only decisions left are difficult ones and it’s 
important that we have also been able to set out 
major capital investment in key areas.” 

Cabinet agreed to recommend the budget propos¬ 
als to full council for approval when it meets to¬ 
morrow (Wednesday). 

The proposals set out around £8million of sav¬ 


ings for the coming year and capital investment of 
£75million in roads, schools and economic devel¬ 
opment. 

They also include increases in council tax - two 
per cent ring-fenced for adult social care and 1.99 
per cent for other essential services. A further 1.25 
per cent is also proposed on behalf of the Somerset 
Rivers Authority to help fund its vital flood pro¬ 
tection work. 

The plans no longer include a reduction in the 
discretionary subsidy for free bus pass holders 
using community transport. In light of consultation 
feedback, a proposed savings of £80,000 has been 
scrapped. 

Ambitious devolution plans for the region were 
also agreed by Cabinet and recommended to full 
council for approval. The bid has been agreed by 
23 local partners including the county council and 
all five district councils in Somerset and the Heart 
of the South West Local Enterprise Partnership. 

“Somerset has been at the heart of this bid,” said 
leader of the council, John Osman. 

“The bid has focussed on productivity, the skills 
agenda, housing and health and we have set ambi¬ 
tious but realistic targets.”

Ilminster Police search for man 
who exposed himself to children 


POLICE in Ilminster are on the hunt for a man 
who allegedly exposed himself to children. 

A man drove up alongside the children, en¬ 
gaged them in conversation before exposing 
himself from inside his car. 

The incident took place in Canal Way at about 
3.45pm on Friday, February 5th. 

The man was driving a silver-coloured five 
door car. He is described as white, of large 
build and aged in his 30s. 

Sergeant Rob Jameson said: “Incidents of this 
type are extremely rare in Ilminster and while 


we’d ask people to be vigilant they should not 
be alarmed. 

“We have carried out a number of enquiries 
as part of this investigation, including house to 
house enquiries and reviewing CCTV from the 
area. 

“We’d now like to hear from anyone who 
recognises the description of the man, or who 
saw anything suspicious around the time of 
the incidents, to get in touch.”

Supermarket shoppers warned to 
be vigilant after bank card thefts 


SUPERMARKET customers in Chard and 
Crewkerne are among those who have been 
targeted by bank card thieves. 

Avon and Somerset Police have issued an 
alert after a spate of similar incidents through¬ 
out the force area. 

A spokesperson said: “We’re urging people to 
pay extra attention when using their 
bankcards following a number of thefts across 
the county. 

“Most of the incidents bear similarities in 
that the victim uses their card to pay for goods 
at supermarkets before returning to their ve¬ 
hicle. 

“Whilst loading shopping into their cars, they 
are then distracted by one or two people who 
then manage to steal the bankcard. 

“They then withdraw cash or use the stolen 
card to pay to purchase items." 

One incident took place at Tesco in Chard on- 
February 1st, another one taking place on Feb¬ 


ruary 9th at Waitrose in Crewkerne. 

PC Matt Lorimer said: “These thieves are op¬ 
portunistic and so the best way to avoid be¬ 
coming a victim is to remove their 
opportunities. 

“I would urge members of the public to pay 
extra attention when using chip and pin de¬ 
vices when paying for goods or using cash 
machines. 

“You should also be vigilant if you are ap¬ 
proached by strangers acting suspiciously 
when returning to your vehicle. 

“In most of these cases, the suspects have 
asked the victim for directions to the nearest 
hospital. 

“People should ensure that handbags and 
purses are not left unattended when putting 
shopping in your car or if you are engaged in 
any conversations with strangers.”

Police and Crime Panel approves 
proposals for increased council tax 


AVON and Somerset Police and 
Crime Commissioner (PCC) Sue 
Mountstevens’ proposals to rise the 
policing part of council tax have been 
unanimously approved by the Police 
and Crime Panel. 

The increase of 1.99 per cent in the 
policing part of the council tax is 
equivalent to an extra £3.48 a year 
for the average band D household. 
This means from April 2016 the av¬ 
erage band D household will pay 
£178.26 for policing. 

Ms Mountstevens said: “This was 
not a proposal I considered lightly. I 
am fully aware that hardworking 
families will find any tax increase 
difficult. 

“Although Chancellor George Os¬ 
borne said that he would protect the 
police budget, he expected commis¬ 
sioners across the country to rise the 
policing part of the council tax in 
order to keep the police budget bal¬ 
anced. 

“Over 70 per cent of the 3,000 peo¬ 
ple we spoke to said that they sup¬ 
ported an increase in the policing part 
of the council tax. I hope that, like 
me, the constabulary take heart from 
this support because it shows that 
their hard work is valued and appre¬ 
ciated by the communities they 
serve. I am also pleased that the Po¬ 
lice and Crime Panel unanimously 


accepted my proposals.” 

At the meeting the panel reviewed 
the budget proposals with the PCC 
and acknowledged that the final po¬ 
lice funding settlement is better than 
had been feared. However, it was 
noted that £16.7million of savings is 
still required over the next five years 
to balance the budgets and that the 
police face ever more complex de¬ 
mand and higher numbers of vulner¬ 
able victims. 

The PCC reiterated her continued 
commitment to work with the Chief 
Constable to drive efficiency from 
collaboration and partnership work¬ 
ing, in order to meet the emerging 
demand pressures and enhance serv¬ 
ice delivery at the same time as mak¬ 
ing the required savings. 

Panel chairman, Councillor Nigel 
Ashton, said: “While we all under¬ 
stand that tax increases are never 
popular, we do accept that policing 
has a great deal of support in the 
community. The 1.99 per cent pre¬ 
cept increase equates to £3.48 per 
year on an average band D property. 
We therefore unanimously supported 
the commissioner’s proposal.” 

The Police and Crime Panel, is in¬ 
dependent of the office of the Police 
and Crime Commissioner and over¬ 
sees the work of the Police and 
Crime Commissioner.

Austism charity looking for help 
to move and rebuild sensory cabin 


A CHARITY hopes generous indi¬ 
viduals and building companies will 
step forward and help move a cabin 
to Crewkerne. 

Community Wessex is the social 
care division of regional charity 
Autism Wessex, which helps people 
affected by autism to live fuller, hap¬ 
pier lives. 

Director of social care services Jon 
Wyatt explained: “We are looking for 
skilled, local people within the com¬ 
munity to offer their services to help 
us relocate our £14,000 sensory 
cabin from Broadwindsor to Crewk- 
eme. 

“We have been quoted a figure 
which isn’t viable for our charity and 
we are therefore calling on the good 
nature and generosity of local handy¬ 
men and women to provide their 
practical skills to dismantle the 
wooden cabin, transport it the seven 
miles to our property, Middlepath, in 
Crewkerne. and rebuild it. 

“The sensory cabin would provide 
a retreat which would enhance the 
lifestyle of Steven, one of our service 
users in Crewkerne.” 

Steven Shurvinton has lived in 
Autism Wessex’s residential homes 
and been supported by the charity for 


the past 18 years. 

He is now 40 years old and has 
transformed from the anxious 22- 
year-old who came to the charity all 
those years ago. 

Jayne Simmonds, deputy manager 
of Middlepath residential home, ex¬ 
plained: “Steven prefers to be quiet, 
and benefits hugely from having 
space within an environment he can 
control. 

“He lives in a shared home and the 
sensory cabin would allow Steven to 
have a small space in which he can 
be self sufficient and enjoy the gar¬ 
den which is his greatest interest. 

“Steven loves the peace and quiet 
of the garden, and a cabin of his own 
he can use all year round would 
mean the world to him. 

“The sensory cabin is equipped 
with a range of sensory equipment 
such as a light projector and soft 
cushions to provide a restful space. It 
is a special place - a safe and caring 
room, which Steven could enjoy 
without being isolated.” 

If any local businesses or individu¬ 
als have the capabilities to assist 
Autism Wessex in moving the cabin 
just seven miles and reconstruct it to 
make a world of difference to

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Disability issues addressed at networking event 



Police force ‘delighted’ with inspection report 


PEOPLE with disabilities, service providers and 
campaigning groups gathered at an event, organ¬ 
ised by Access for All and funded by South Som¬ 
erset District Council, to share experiences and 
ideas on making communities more inclusive. 

“Aspirations and Challenges” was organised by 
Access for All and funded by South Somerset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

Participants at the event, held at The Gateway in 
Yeovil, heard from Mike Rowsell, who spoke pow¬ 
erfully about the challenges of his everyday life in¬ 
cluding the disappointment of being unable to 
access his room at a local hotel for his sister’s wed¬ 
ding. Although he had been told the venue was 
fully accessible, on arrival he had found that he 
could not reach the bedroom, bathroom or toilet 
because doors were too narrow to accommodate 
his wheelchair. 

Ron Homer, from the Yeovil Visually Impaired 
Bowls Club, who has achieved national and inter¬ 
national success, proudly shared his gold medal 
achieved at the Disabled Bowls World Champi¬ 
onships in New Zealand last year. 

Representatives of Stand Against Racism and In¬ 
equality (SARI) spoke about recognising, reporting 
and stopping disability hate crime, mate crime and 
online bullying, and a speaker from Somerset Li¬ 
braries described the free, online services and sup¬ 
port now available via the libraries. 

The lunch break gave the opportunity for net¬ 
working and for visiting stalls provided by the 
RNIB, Action on Hearing Loss, South Somerset 
MIND and Somerset YouCanDo. Information and 
advice was available on housing, welfare benefits 
and support with appeals, and Careline, the emer¬ 
gency alarm service for people at home, provided 
by South Somerset District Council. 

District councillor Jo Roundell Greene, portfolio 
holder for Equalities and Diversity and deputy 
leader of the council, said: “Listening to the expe¬ 


riences of people with disabilities is central to mak¬ 
ing South Somerset a place where people can live, 
work and enjoy life equally and unrestrained by 
physical barriers or prejudice. 

“I am thankful to everyone who spoke about their 
experiences today and hope we can build on this 
event, working together to achieve the changes that 
are needed.”

AVON and Somerset Constabulary has been 
commended for keeping local communities 
safe and reducing crime. 

An overall judgement of “good” for Avon and 
Somerset was the conclusion of Her 
Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constabulary fol¬ 
lowing inspection of forces across England 
and Wales. 

Deputy Chief Constable Gareth Morgan 
welcomed the findings, and said: “ Avon and 
Somerset Constabulary has had a very chal¬ 
lenging and testing 18 months. 


“Throughout this time we have been deter¬ 
mined to remain focused on keeping local 
communities safe and reducing crime. 

“It’s what we’re here to do. Our challenge 
now is to build further still on the findings of 
the inspectors and on our engagement with 
the communities we serve.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner Sue 
Mountstevens added: “The principal purpose 
of a police service is to keep people safe and 
reduce crime. 

“It’s therefore important to have acknowl¬ 


edgement that Avon and Somerset Constab¬ 
ulary is achieving a legitimate standard that 
local people have a right to expect. 

‘ Tm delighted to see the value of local polic¬ 
ing teams recognised within the report as 
well as the constabulary’s commitment to an 
ethical and inclusive workforce. 

“The report has also highlighted key learn¬ 
ings which I am in discussions with the con¬ 
stabulary about particularly around ways the 
Independent Residents’ Panel can scrutinise 
the use of taser and stop and search.” 
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School expected to close this July 
due to falling student numbers 


A FEE-paying school in Somerset, which attracts 
students from across the Crewkerne, Chard and 
Ilminster areas, says a decline in pupil numbers is 
to blame for its likely closure. 

Chilton Cantelo School in Yeovil - and its owner 
Cognita - has begun consultation on the future of 
the school and say a closure is likely at the end of 
the current academic year. 

In a letter to parents, headteacher Verity White 
wrote: “Over the past five years we have experi¬ 
enced a significant and steady decline in pupil 
numbers. 

“There are several factors that have contributed 
to this, most notably legislative changes that have 
significantly reduced the number of boarders from 
armed service families. Historically, many of 
Chilton’s boarders were from families stationed at 
nearby RNAS Yeovilton, all of whom qualified for 
an education subsidy grant that was cuty in 2010 
and came into effect in early 2011. 

“This combined with the school’s rural location 
and range of nearby day schools - also with spare 
capacity - has had a progressively detrimental ef¬ 
fect on pupil numbers. 

“Indeed, the picture at Chilton refelcts the na¬ 
tional trend of falling numbers at UK independent 
schools and the South West has been hit particu¬ 
larly hard.” 

The letter, dated February 8th, didn’t give past 
and present pupil numbers but did say that, despite 
efforts, including investment over the last two 
years to the tune of £1.2 million to improve facil¬ 
ities and extending academic provision with a 


nursery, pre-prep and sixth form, numbers have 
continued to fall. 

The headteacher added: “It is with great regret 
that we begin consulting on the future of the 
school, including the likely closure at the end of 
the year... We believe that we must now step back 
and review what is in the best interests of all con¬ 
cerned. 

“We are deeply saddened to have to come to this 
position but can see that declining pupil numbers 
will, in time, negatively impact the breadth of ed¬ 
ucation the school offers. We have a duty of care 
to our pupils and want to act responsibly in the best 
interest of their education. That is why we are now 
taking action to consider all options for the future 
of Chilton - before the educational experienceof 
all our current and future pupils is in any way com¬ 
promised.” 

The school has said it will remain “open- 
minded” to all options during this consultation pe¬ 
riod but has to remain “realistic”, adding that it 
was “unlikely that a solution to our situation can 
be found”. 

The headteacher has said staff will work closely 
with families to provide support during this “un¬ 
settling” time , especially for students currently 
studying for GCSEs or A-levels, and will help 
identify alternative schools in the event that 
Chilton does close in July. 

A series of meetings for parents has been 
arranged and it is expected that the consultation 
period will last until early March.

Local MP says he would vote to leave 
EU if a referendum was held today 


YEOVIL MP Marcus Fysh says it is a difficult 
call, but he would be inclined to vote to leave 
the EU if there was a referendum today. 

He made the statement during a parliamen¬ 
tary debate about the EU, calling for a rational 
approach to the referendum which may take 
place in June. 

In a session dealing with a lot of hypotheti- 
cals and lessons from history, Conservative 
MP Mr Fysh set out the issues of EU member¬ 
ship which affect people’s lives, arguing that 
his role would be to offer a “dispassionate as¬ 
sessment of what the referendum choice 
means in terms for people and their families". 

Working through ten categories, he scored 
issues from one to five, with five being the 
most likely to benefit from leaving the EU, end¬ 
ing with a score of 36 out of 50 and saying: “I 
am leaning towards thinking it is in our inter¬ 
ests to leave. 

“I am not sure that the renegotiation, or 
prospect of reform from within Europe, will 
make much difference to these basic judg¬ 
ments. I have not made up my mind fully but I 
believe in Britain and its people. 

1 ‘The emotion I feel at the moment is for them. 
“Personally, at this stage. I would be inclined to 
leave." 

Speaking after the debate, Marcus added: Tm 
starting to get a lot of letters and emails about 
where I stand on Europe. 

“In fact, my vote won't count for more than 
anyone else's but I hope I have laid out one way 
in which people can at least approach making 
their decision. 

“I think people will choose what's right for 
them and their families."

■ IN cold sunshine on a somewhat muddy grassy 
slope in front of Exeter's Wonford Hospital, dozens 
of young doctors and student nurses with banners, 
biscuits, stethoscopes and babies formed a picket 
line on Wednesday, February 10th during their one- 
day strike aiming to keep our NHS safe. 

Passers-by in cars and buses were generally sup¬ 
portive. These well-educated, intelligent health 
workers were very much aware of their new role as 
the “front line troops" in defence of our public serv¬ 
ices. 

I was glad to be one of several members of the 
public whom they thanked for travelling from 
around the region to support their picket. 

Under the slogan “Not fair and not safe" the junior 
doctors were thanked in return for taking this 
united action rather than giving up on the NHS as 
others are doing. It would be much easier for them 
to take individual decisions to leave the service or 
to leave England in droves. 

Teachers have been leaving for similar reasons 
over the past five years. 

TTiose of us needing more health care in our final 
years over the next decade or two must be very 
concerned about the growing shortage of trained 
health staff in England, particularly in Devon, where 
recruiting and retaining NHS staff is one of our 
biggest challenges: almost two thirds of our GPs in¬ 
tend to quit within the next five years, and vacancy 
rates are over 10 per cent among community

nurses and 12 per cent among North Devon hospi¬ 
tal doctors. Levels of staff sickness are high, and 
rising.

in 2008, along with the introduction in the UK of 
Record Store Day and followed in 2009 by the book 
Last Shop Standing, which also became a film. 

Initially Vinyl Saturday’s aim was to create in¬ 
terest in records again and to encourage as many 
outlets as possible in the town to offer vinyl 
records for sale. In 2007, when the event was orig¬ 
inally conceived, vinyl records were considered a 
dying medium for playing music. 

However, one of the owners of Clocktower 
Music thought differently, recognising that there 
was an opportunity for Bridport to attract visitors 
by promoting the advantages and joys of owning 
and playing vinyl records. This has worked very 
well for Bridport and in this small town there are 
now around 15 places to search for records all year 
round - plus Saturday's market days see even 
more opportunity. The resurgence of records in re¬ 
cent years has made Bridport one of the vinyl 
hotspots for buyers outside of major cities. The 
event’s importance was recognised early on by 
being voted Record Fair of the Year across Europe

Trial by Jury is one of the zaniest of Gilbert and Sullivan’s satirical flights of 
fancy, with a plot that is about as daft they get. The scene is a courtroom and the 
‘Trial’ is for ‘Breach of Promise of Marriage’. Angelina is the devious and money- 
grubbing Plaintiff while Edwin, the Defendant, though guilty as charged, turns out 
to be the only honest character; he speaks his mind and has the best tunes. 

Before any evidence has been heard, the Usher sternly lectures the jury members 
against ‘bias’ of every kind, and then stirs them up to sympathise with the Plaintiff 
and condemn the Defendant. The Judge enters to respectful music but turns out to 
be verbose and amorous; he wants to tell everyone his life story before getting 
down to business. The moment Angelina appears he is besotted with her, and the 
Jury agree with him. Counsel for the Plaintiff (also visibly moved) makes a meal 
of how deeply wronged she is and how dastardly are the morals of the Defendant. 
The Defendant then gallantly tries to be helpful: “I’ll marry this lady today and 
I’ll marry the other tomorrow.” This is politely turned down as being against the 
law (Burglary!) The Plaintiff passionately renews her vows of undying love, at 
which the Defendant threatens to get drunk and beat her up. The Judge says, very 
well, let’s make him tipsy and see what happens. All hell breaks loose as everyone 
(except the Defendant) objects to this sensible solution. 

This endearingly absurd story is swept along on Sullivan’s music, which gleefully 
points up the bogus emotions with all their humbug and pomposity, while contriv¬ 
ing a sly wink at Handel along the way. 

Leslie Baker is much ad¬ 
mired as a tenor and choral 
conductor throughout the 
West Country. With his wife 
Kate Baker, pianist Michele 
Banting, and other friends he 
has devised and directed this 
performance. Enhanced by a 
cream tea in the warmth of 
The Gateway, Trial by Jury 
promises to be an excellent 
antidote (the fourth in the se¬ 
ries) to February Blues.

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Safety should be “standard” on 
all new cars launched in 2016 


SAFETY experts at Thatcham Research have wel¬ 
comed the calls from leading automotive consumer 
magazine ‘What Car?’ in supporting the availability of 
important, low cost, safety technology like Au¬ 
tonomous Emergency Braking (AEB) across all cars. 
Currently only 17% of cars available to buy in the UK 
have standard fit AEB. 

The simplest form of AEB sensor, enabling a Lidar 
based system that is found on the likes of the Volvo 
V40 and Mazda 3, could cost manufacturers as little as 
£40. More advanced radar and camera based auto¬ 
braking systems, which provide additional functionality 
including the ability to avoid pedestrians and other vul¬ 
nerable road users, have unit costs which are still likely 
to be under £200. 

Thatcham Research applaud car manufacturer’s fast 
progress in developing crash avoidance technology, and 
point out that 41% of cars on sale in 2015 had AEB avail¬ 
able. However, only 17% of cars available have it fitted as 
a standard feature. And of the remaining 24%, less than 
2% were specified with AEB as an “extra” by motorists. 

A recent survey conducted by Thatcham Research 
and Direct Line Insurance Group*, revealed that 82% of 
drivers think car safety features like AEB should be fit¬ 
ted as standard and available for free. Not as an “extra”. 

The effectiveness of AEB has already been recog¬ 


nised by insurers, with the standard fit system typically 
attracting a benefit of 3-5 insurance groups, equating 
to a reduction in premium of around 10%. 

Thatcham's Director of Research, Matthew Avery 
said: “There is no longer any excuse for car makers to 
launch new cars without AEB as standard across the 
board, and along with dealerships, to promote and ex¬ 
plain AEB more effectively to consumers. 

“Not only will this reduce insurance premiums, but 
give peace of mind for motorists by significantly reduc¬ 
ing crashes and associated injuries."

THE recently launched BMW 7 Se¬ 
ries now has a prestigious flagship 
at the head of the range: the new 
M760Li xDrive V12 marks the 
debut of a very special V12 engine 
to provide stunning performance 
with exemplary refinement. 

With TwinPower Turbo technol¬ 
ogy incorporated for the first time, 
this new M Performance engine 
produces 600hp and 800Nm of 
torque. It’s harnessed by a highly 
sophisticated chassis specifically 
tailored to the model, and de¬ 
ployed to the road via BMW’s 
xDrive all-wheel-drive system 
with a rear-bias for more dynamic 
handling. 

The new model is instantly 
recognisable thanks to the M Per¬ 
formance body enhancements, 
specific trim details and unique 
20-inch alloy wheels. An active 
quad exit exhaust system ensures 
that, when desired, the presence 
of the new M760Li xDrive V12 can 
be heard as well as seen.

Powertrain: The allure of a V12 

The 12-cylinder engine layout 
traditionally enjoys an exclusive 
status above all others, and in the 
new M760Li xDrive V12 provides a 
superb blend of performance and 
refinement. The 6,592cc M Per¬ 
formance TwinPower Turbo 12- 
cylinder engine develops an 
output of 600hp at 5,500rpm and 
generates its peak torque of 
800Nm from as low down as 
1,500rpm.This enables the car to 
accelerate from zero to 62mph in 
just 3.9 seconds and on to a gov¬ 
erned top speed of 155mph. It now 
also links up with the Auto Start- 
Stop function, which is just one 
measure that contributes to an 
impressive official combined fuel 
consumption figure of 22.4mpg 
and C02 emissions of 294g/km. 

For the construction of the 
all-aluminium block, BMW 
engineers focused on maximising 
rigidity while also minimising 
weight. Using a closed-deck 
structure, combined with bolts 
holding the cylinder head down on 
the floor plate of the crankcase, 
has ensured the stability of the 
cylinder liners. Double bolts on the 
main bearings, with an additional 
connection to the side panels 
through threaded support bushes 
and bolts, reduce the influence of 
lateral forces from the crankdrive 
on the crankcase. Further 
components that serve to reduce 
vibrations and noise to an absolute 
minimum are iron-coated 
aluminium pistons; forged 
connecting rods assembled using 
the cracking process, and likewise, 
a forged crankshaft.

sion Injection. Together they en¬ 
able sharp responses to even the 
slightest movement of the accel¬ 
erator, a linear torque curve and 
exceptionally low fuel consump¬ 
tion and C02 emissions for a car in 
this performance class. 

Under an engine cover bearing 
“M Performance" lettering are two 
mono-scroll turbochargers, lo¬ 
cated - thanks to the small 60- 
degree cylinder angle - in a 
compact arrangement on the out¬ 
side of the two rows of cylinders. 
Each turbocharger supplies six 
cylinders with compressed air. 
Their positioning allows for short, 
straight and therefore flow-effi¬ 
cient pipe connections between 
the exhaust system and the tur¬ 
bochargers. A sophisticated indi¬ 
rect intercooler, minimising the 
overall volume of air required and 
reducing lag, cools the air from 
each turbocharger. An additional 
water pump feeds the separate 
coolant circuit required for this 
purpose, whose air-to-water 
heat exchangers are positioned 
directly on the intake manifold. 

The engine’s catalytic convert¬ 
ers are equipped with advanced 
exhaust gas sensors and quickly 
reach their optimum operating 
temperature thanks to their posi¬ 
tioning close to the engine, assist¬ 
ing the M760Li xDrive V12 in 
meeting the EU6c exhaust stan¬ 
dard. In order to reduce backpres¬ 
sure, the M sports exhaust 
system features mostly straight 
pipes of the largest possible diam¬ 
eter. The evolution of the rear si¬ 
lencers and flap activation system 
allows everything from maximum 
refinement to a full-bodied 12- 
cylinder soundtrack. 

The adoption of high precision 
fuel injection optimises the com¬ 


bustion process. Injectors posi¬ 
tioned centrally in the cylinder 
head measure out the fuel pre¬ 
cisely and spray it into the com¬ 
bustion chambers in finely 
atomised form and at up to 200- 
bar of pressure.
